This would come as the result 
of the opposition of the City of 
St. Louis to the fare increases and 
also of the efforts of the commis- 
sion’s technical staff to analyze 
the company’s proposal.

State Supreme Court 
Holds Authority Is a 
Charity; First Step Will 
Be to Hire Man to Re- 
view Plans. 


Plans for a new low-rent public 
housing project here will be ex- 
pedited as the result of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court ruling that 
property of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority is exempt from taxa- 
tion, local public housing officials 
stated today. 

-In a unanimous decision the 
seven judges, the Supreme Court 


Public Service Co. filed the new 
rate schedule last Dec. 1. The 
schedule was suspended by the 
commission to Feb. 1 on the ob- 
jection of the city. Without a new 
suspension order the fare increase 
would go into effect on that date, 
with the hearing on its reason- 
ableness still pending. 


There will be cross-examination 
of the company’s witnesses by 
counsel for the city and the com- 
mission. Affirmative testimony in 
support of its opposition to the 
fare proposal will be offered by 
the city. The commission staff, 
which has reported on an original 
cost valuation audit of the com- 
Pany and on a reduced schedule 
of depreciation charges, may have 
certain additional testimony. The 
company contemplates presenting 
further evidence.

Another cold wave is on its way

BAKEWELL AND 
TO RUN FOR MAYOR 


Withdrawals of Men 
G.O.P. Had Considered 
Strengthen Draft- Kauf. 


mann Move. 


The move to draft Mayor Aloys 
P. Kauffmann as the Republican 
nominee to succeed himself re- 
ceived added impetus today with 
the announcement by two of those 
who had been under discussion as 
possible candidates that they will 
not seek the nomination. 

They are former United States 
Representative Claude I. Bake- 
well, who had been considered one 
of the leading contenders for the 
nomination, and Alderman Charles 
P. McBride,.Republican floor lead- 
er in the Board of Aldérmen. 

Bakewell, who was defeated for 
re-election as Representative fr 
the Eleventh Gongressional Dis- 
trict last November, said he had 


been giving “serious consideration” 


to the suggestions of a number of 
persons that he seek the nomina- 
tion. 

“However, I have finally decided 
that, after being away from home 
during the last two years of the 
war, and having been in Washing- 
ton during the succeeding two 
years, I owe it to my family to 
settle down to the practice of law,” 
Bakewell said. ? 

e, who was the unsuc- 
cessful candidate for election to 
the United States House of pre- 
sentatives from the Thirteenth 
Congressional District last Novem- 
ber, said today, “I have not been 
and will not be a candidate for the 
mayoral nomination.” 

Bakewell, prior to the institu- 
tion of the draft-Kaufmann move- 
men, had been considered by 
many of the party leaders in the 
city as the most-likely candidate 
the party could choose to seek the 
nomination in place of the Mayor, 
who announced Jan. 10 he would 
not seek re-election. Bakewell, 
before the Mayor announced his 
decision, had said he would not 
oppose him for the nomination. 

Withdrawal of Bakewell’s and 
McBride’s names from considera- 
tion leaves the field of candidates 
under discussion for the nomina- 
tion narrowed down to three per- 
sons: Charles E. Albanese, presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen; 
John W. Hoerr, vice president of 
the aldermanic body, and Alder- 
man Vernon G. Riehl. 

George W. Hartman, chairman 
of the Republican City Committee, 
said he believed that Albanese and 
Hoerr would immediately with- 
draw their names from consider- 


ation, if the Mayor should yield to 


the draft movement. 

The Mayor, who.is in New York 
this week, has said he is “past the 
draft age” and intended to stand 
‘by his announced decision not to 
run again. Hartman said today, 
however, that the draft movement 
is “picking up like a house afire.” 
A committee composed of busi- 
ness, labor and party representa- 
tives is being formed to call on 
Kaufmann when he returns to St. 
Louis next week and urge him to 
reconsider.

1. Completion of the draft of 
a North Atlantic security treaty 
binding the United States and 
Canada in a military alliance 
with the key nations of western 
Europe. The treaty should be 
ready to go to the Senate by 
mid-February. 

2. Final development of an 
over-all foreign aid program. 
This would include not only 
economic assistance for the sec- 
ond year of the Marshall plan 
in Europe, but also a plan for 
giving military arms and equip- 
ment to friendly nations, prin- 
cipally those in western Europe. 

3. Formation of a detailed 
plan for making good Truman's 
pledge that this nation will un- 
dertake to raise living stand- 
ards by increasing production of 
goods in backward areas of the 
earth. 

Expect Reaction From Abroad. 

Officials who have been doing 
spadework on this project foresee 
action along several lines. Over 
the next few weeks they expect 
responses from industrialized for- 
eign nations, such as Britain and 
France, to Truman’s invitation in 
his inaugural speech that all na- 
tion’s able to do so join in building 
up under-developed areas. 

Washington also expects to hear, 
perhaps even more promptly, from 
many of the countries which 
might ‘benefit by this program. 
The President is believed to have 
had particularly in mind broad re- 
gions of Latin America and Asia. 

Officials familiar with the back- 
ground of Truman’s proposal said 
that from the American point of 
view there are two main problems, 
One is the use of American tech- 
nical skills and industrial know- 
how; the other is the provision of 
capital for foreign investment. 

It is expected that as the pro- 
gram develops many American 
missions of engineers and scien- 
tists will be sent abroad. In some 
instances they may be paid for by 
this government; in others they 
may be on the payrolls of private 
companies seeking investment op- 


portunities. 
What Missions Would Do.

CLEVELAND STEEL 
FRM LEASES THO 
MADISON PLANTS 


Making of Oil Tubing, 
Hire 3500 at Peak. 


The Western Reserve Steel Corp. 
of Cleveland, O., has leased two 
Plants at Madison, formerly op- 
erated by the General Steel Cast- 
ings Corp., the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce was informed today 
by the War Assets Administration. 
Acquisition of the plants, com- 
pletely equipped -vith machinery 
used in manufacture of cast 
armor hulls and turrets for tanks, 
cost the Government $15,690,000 at 
the end of the war. The machinery 
has since been sold and the build- 


000 square feet of floor space, 
are empty. 

The Western Reserve co y 
estimates that it will cost $750,000 
to recondition the property ahd 
expects to install machinery and 
equipment costing $5,000,000 the 
Chamber of Commerce said. The 
steel firm plans to manufacture 
oil tubing. 

It will employ 500 persons dur- 
ing the first six months of opera- 
tion and 3500 at peak capacity. 

The lease of the buildings, which 
were occupied before-the war by 
the Standard Steel Spring Co., and 
the George A. Fuller Co., extends 
over a period of five years with 
the privilege of renewal for a 
similar period and an option to 
buy for $2,350,000. 

The first year a rental of $50,- 
000 will be charged; the second 
year, $150,000, and the third and 
each succeeding year, $240,000. 

The lease is subject to an opin- 
ion of the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice that it does not 
violate federal anti-trust laws.

COUNTY COURT GETS 
BILL ON TAX PLAN 
FOR P ARK SYSTEM 


A proposed bill to allow counties 
and other specified governmental 
units to levy special taxes and 
issue bonds for support of a sys- 
tem of parks and playgrounds was 
accepted for St. Louis County 
Court today by ‘Presiding Judge 
Luman F. Matthews. 

Judge Matthews said the meas- 
ure, prepared at the direction of 
St. Louis County Counselor Erwin 
F. Vetter following recommenda- 
tions of the cotinty grand jury, 
would be introduced in the State 
Legislature by a representative of 
the county. 

The measure would allow coun- 
ties, cities, towns, villages and 
school districts to levy a special 
tax not to exceed 5 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation of property 
within the area, or to issue bonds, 
for park and playground use. 

It specifies that any two or 
more such governmental 
may co-operate in 2 and 
operating a park system, and that 
a park board be set up in each 
case to administer use of funds.

Department Heads to Allo- 


cate Fund to About 650 
Employes. — 


Payroll increases of about 8 per 
cent for about 650 St. Louis county 
employes were approved today by 
the County Court. 

The raises will not be given to 
the employes directly but the in- 
creased payroll appropriation will 
be made available to department 
heads, to be distributed at their 
discretion. 

Presiding Judge Luman J. Mat- 
thews announced that the court, 
metting in a closed session, had 
agreed to incorporate the wage in- 
creases in the county’s budget for 
1949. 

With expenditures increased by 
$1 6,000 through the higher wage 
appropriation, the county will have 
an estimated deficit of $360,000 
for the year. . 

The court approved the 1949 
budget today, without the wage 
increases, but only for the purpose 
of permitting January payrolls to 
be distributed. A revision will be 
Made soon, Judge Matthews said. 

Revenue for the wage increase 
will be taken only from the gen- 
eral accounts. As a result, em- 
ployes of the Health Center, Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s office and Board | 
of Election Commissioners will not 
be included. The Health Center 
obtains its payroll from a special 
fund. Salaries of employes in the 
other two offices are fixed by law.

a political subdivision within the 
meaning of the Constitution. He 
said this point “is therefore ex- 
pressly reserved and is not ruled.” 

The St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, established under a public 
housing law passed by the Legis- 
lature in 1939, was exempt from 
taxation under the 1875 Constitu- 
tion. Rephrasing of the tax-ex- 
emption provisions in the new 
Constitution adopted in 1945 raised 
a question as to the authority's 
tax status as to projects construct- 
ed thereafter. 

A proposed legislative act to 
clarify the situation failed of pas- 
sage by the 1945-1946 Legislature, 
due to opposition by a powerful 
real estate lobby. 

Judge Conkling, in passing on 
the constitutional question, said

The upswing in dollar volume 
of St. Louis department store sales 
is continuing, with the volume for 
the week ending last Saturday 
being 1 per cent higher than for 


the corresponding week in 1948, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis reported today. 

For the first 15 days of this 
month dollar volume of sales was 
up 2 per cent over a similar period 
last year, reversing a downward 
trend which brought declines for 
eight successive weeks in October, 
November and December. The de- 
cline was first checked during 
Christmas week. 

The Christmas upsurge and the 
continuing increase in dollar vol-

ume of sales here are reflected in 
the bank's figures showing an 8 
per cent increase for the nerd 
weeks ending last 
compared with 1948. The higher 
volume, however, was not so great, 
on a percentage basis, as the in- 
crease during the peri- 
od last year over 1947.

The St. Louis showing for last 
week, however, was lower than 
for the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District as a whole, which had a 
3 per cent increase. _Pertentages 
of gain in other cities in the dis- 
trict ‘were listed as: Memphis, 
Tenn., 15; Louisville, Ky., 5; Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., 4. 
A 10 per cent decrease was re- 
corded for a group of cities in- 
cluding Alton, East St. Louis, Har- 
risburg and Quincy, II.; Spring- 
field, Mo.; Fort Smith, Ark. and 
Evansville, Ind. 
For the four-week period, dollar 
volume of sales in the district was 
up 11 per cent over last year, com- 
pared with an 8 per cent increase 
in St. Louis. Volume of depart- 
ment store sales in the district 
this year was 4 per cent higher 
than for the same period in 1948. 
Dun & Bradstreet reported to- 
day that dollar volume of retail 
sales throughout the country was 
2 to 6 per cent above last year 
for the week ending Wednesday. 
Continued markdown sales in 
many areas stimulated consumer 
buying, it was reported. 

Changes by Regions. 

Percentage changes from a year 
ago by regions were listed as: 
New England and the Midwest, 
up 4 to 8; East, up 3 to 7; South, 
down 2 to up 2; Northwest, un- 
changed to up 4; Southwest, down 
1 to up 3, and Pacific Coast, up 1 
to 5.

St. Louis has been broken. A decision by the 
Supreme Court—convincingly a unanimous one 
— exempts the St. Louis Housing Authority 
from taxation. This applies to Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace and Carr Squaré Village, already in 
existence. It applies to the projected 550-unit 
project in the vicinity of Eighth and Carr, and 
it also applies to other public housing projects 
that no doubt will be authorized by the Eighty- 
first Congress. 

Under the old State Constitution, tax exemp- 
tion for this type of housing was provided for; 
but the new State Constitution, accidentally or 
otherwise, removed the exemption unless it 
could be shown that public housing comes under 
the constitutional phrase, “for purposes purely 
charitable.” For various reasons, “charity” in 
this connection is not an accurate ‘word, but 
short of a constitutional amendment it is the 
only way St. Louis can obtain federal funds for 
this purpose. 

As in many other Missouri issues, the people 
had to make a detour around the Legislature 
to bring about this result. Repeatedly the Legis- 
lature refused to pass a law to fit Missouri into 
the federal housing program. On the last occa- 
sion, Mayor Kaufmann, City Counselor Stemm- 
ler, Paul J. Kaveney of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority and James L. Ford Jr., then chairman 
of the Anti-Slum Commission, put on a major 
campaign in Jefferson City. While their bill 
got a majority, it failed of the 78 affirmative 
votes necessary of passage. In analyzing the 
bill’s defeat, Herbert A. Trask wrote in the 
Post-Dispatch of March 2, 1947: 


The defeat of the housing bill was brought 
about by the real estate interests, which 
conducted an effective lobby in opposition 
to the measure. Operating in almost every 

county in the state, they obtained the aid of 
local bankers, lumbermen and building ma- 
terial dealers to throw their weight against 
the legislation. The opposing votes were 
largely from legislators representing rural 
districts not affected by the bill, who were 
subjected to this pressure back home. 

Fortunately, the city was able te take the 
case to the courts and thus fo achieve the same 
end that the Legislature blocked. Yesterday’s 
decision upholds the declaratory judgment of 
Circuit Judge Joseph J. Ward, handed down Oct. 
10, 1948. Commenting on Judge Ward's ruling 
at the time, Mayor Kaufmann said: 

Arguments for and against federal aid 
aside, I believe all St. Louisans will agree 
that our city, which. contributes so substan- 
tially to the Federal Treasury, should re- 
ceive its fair share of all federal funds al- 
located for local purposes, be they for air- 
ports, public health, housing or what not. 
The decree entered today puts St. Louis on 
an equal basis with its er cities when 
such allocations are made for housing, and 
that is as it should be. 

Tax exemption for public housing, as author- 
ized by the Supreme Court, is somewhat mis- 
leading, since, under the contract of the St.

There is in all of us a good deal 
of Wherry—that is to say of the 
global isolationist, who would like 
to shape the destiny of mankind 
on a budget of about seven billion 
dollars—who would like to live as 
we did under Calvin Coolidge and 
yet to exercise an influence on 
the world which would have 
seemed presumptuous to Augustus 
Caesar. 


The Daydreamers. 


This daydream in which we re- 

tain our old privacy and yet exer- 
cise universal influence Will pass. 
There are only a very few left in 
the Senate who do not know that 
it is a daydream. But for them, 
and for all who hanker for it, as 
most of us do, it is a cause af 
unhappiness For in the distor- 
tion of the dream, the tremendous 
events of this age are made to-

They became a little less unin- 
telligible only as we are able to 
see ourselves, our problems and 
our necessities, in the perspective 
of time and place. The effort to 
do this alone can teach us not to 
suppose that we can escape his- 
tory at home, as Senator Wherry 
would like to do, or determine, as 
he would also like to do, the whole 
course of history abroad. 

Thus it is not possible, I think, 
to understand the first New Deal, 
or the Truman edition of it, with- 
out remembering and -realizing 
that its controlling principle—the 
idea which separates it from the 
American past—was developed and 
enunciated, not by Roosevelt and 
his brain trust, but by President 
Hoover. This is an historic fact 
which gives no pleasure to the 
Democrats or to the Republicans. 
But it is a fact, and it is most 
significant. 


Depression-Born. 


The sovereign idea of what be- 
came known as the New Deal is 
that the Government is charged 
with the responsibility for the suc- 
cessful operation of the economic 
order and the maintenance and 
improvement of the standard of 
life for all classes in the nation. 
Though one could find an antici- 
pation of this revolutionary idea 
in the Square Deal of President 
Theodore Roosevelt and in the 
New Freedom of President Wood- 
row Wilson, it was not until the 


great depression during the Ho- 


ver Administration that it became 
the established American doctrine. 
It would never have occurred to

Grant in 1873 or to Cleveland in 
1921 that the 
Federal Government could, or 
should, tell farmers, bankers, busi-

ment and to draw upon all the na- 
tional resources to protect the 
standard of life. Until the Hoover 
Administration the business cycle 
Was supposed to be like the sea- 
sons and the weather, something 
you talked about but did nothing 
about — while the unemployed 


| walked the streets, the insolvent 


debtors were foreclosed, the bank- 
rupt went bankrupt, and nature 
took its course, 


Hoover Said It. 


On Aug. 11, 1932, President 
Hoover made an address, accept- 
ing the renomination, which is 
certainly one of the most impor- 
tant, as it is one of the most 
neglected, public documents of 
| this century. He declared that 
when “the forces of destruction” 
—that is to say the great depres- 
sion—invaded the American econ- 
omy and brought about “bank and 
business failures, demoralization 
of security and real property 
values, commodity prices and un- 
employment . two courses were 


open. 

“We might have done nothing. 
That would have been utter ruin. 
Instead, we met the situation with 
proposals to private business and 
the Congress of the most gigantic 
program ot economic defense and 
counter-attack ever evolved in the 
history of the Republic.” 

Mr. Hoover, in language which 
was then unprecedented, declared 
that “the function of the Federal 
Government in these times is to 
use itg reserve powers and its 
strentgh for the protection of 
citizens and loca] governments 


against forces beyond their con- 
trol.” That was the beginning of 
the era in which we live, and of

Mingling with the visitors from 
out in the country, you get a 
yeasty sense of participation. This 
is their triumph and, what is more, 
they are looking ahead to four 
years from now with the belief 
that almost certainly somewhere 
in the crowd is the man who will 
succeed President Truman as 
standard-bearer of the party and, 
if they have anything to say about 
it, as President. : 

There are, first of all, the new 
Senators and Representatives 
whom Washington is just begin- 
ning to know. Among them are 
outstanding men certain to be 
heard from in the next four years. 

But here, too, are the new Gov- 
ernors who came in with the un- 

uprising of last Novem- 
ber. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
has an exceptional opportunity to 
make a national reputation, and 
attention is already focused on 
him. 
Stevenson’s Chance. 

At 49, with a background of 
wide experience in public life both 
at home and abroad with a dis- 
tinguished family name, he has a 
chance to clean up the fearful 
mess left behind in Springfield by 
the corrupt Republican machine. 
The task will be far from easy. 
since the corruption went so deep 
But this means that success would 
be that much more conspicuous. 

Another Governor who will be 
Watched with special interest is 
G. Mennen Williams of 
t 37, with no prior experience in 


office-holding or even campaign- 
ing, he defeated the veteran poli- 
tician,.Kim Sigler. The story has 
been widely told of how he put a 
mortgage on his home when his 
rich Republican family declined to 
have anything to do with what 
seemed @ fruitless effort. 


And Chester Bowles. 


Williams had the active backing 
of virtually all trade-union organ- 
izations in Michigan with its 
highly concentrated industry. They 
may, of course, demand so much 
from their new Governor that he 
will be put under serious embar- 
rassment. 

Still another Governor is Ches- 
ter Bowles, of Connecticut. 
Against the advice of most of his 
sensible friends, he ran for the 
governorship in a state that 
seemed overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican. Like Stevenson, he will 
have a tough row to hoe since his 
legislature is Republican. 

The new-found vigor of the par- 
ty is evidenced not only by indi- 
viduals. Negro leaders from vari- 
ous parts of the country are here, 
many of them attending an inau- 
guration for the first time and 
participating in the events con- 
nected with it. This is under 
standable, since if any single bloc 
of votes contributed to the Demo- 
cratic victory, it was the Negro 
bloc. 


Formidable Array.

2 of 95 Paintings Held to Be 
Worth Million Dollars 
Each 


City Art Museum, where the 
chief concern is usually the cul- 
ture of the ages, today turned its 
attention to Modern values in 
cash. To impress on the public, 
which supports it, the extent of 
the dollars-and-cents evaluation 
of the coming $50,000,000 Berlin 
masterpiece show, the museum 
asked an expert to translate the 
figures into comprehensible terms. 

Two of the 95 paintings, Rem- 
brandt’s “Man With a Golden 
Helmet” and Vermeer’s “Young 
Lady With a Pearl Necklace,” are 
worth $1,000,000 each. 

F. L. Deming, Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis research direc- 
tor, was the expert consulted, He 
found that, if $50,000,000 were di- 
vided equally, it would give $33 
to every Man, Woman and child in 
the St. Louis area, including 
Madison, St. Clair and St. Louis 
counties. If a man saved $1000 a 
week, and lived to be 969, like 
Methuselah, he would accumulate 
the sum just seven years before 
his death. At present rates of 
spending, the average American 
family would take more than 10,- 
000 years to get rid if it. 

The sum, almost 17 times the 
value of the museum's Fortieth 
Anniversary Old Masters Exhibi- 
tion, is 10 times the cost of Kiel 
Auditorium, 50 times that of the 
museum and 100 times that of 
Jefferson Memorial, It would pay 
all the city’s expenses for a year. 
Deming said an experienced bank 
teller, working an eight-hour day, 
would need three years to count 
the sum in one-dollar bills. 

Perry T. Rathbone, museum di- 
rector, pointed out the cash value 
of the collection actually is a true 
indication of the cultural worth 
of the paintings in comparison 
with other Old Masters. 

“It’s not like the gross of an 
ephemeral best seller or movie, 
here today and gone with the 
wind,” he said.
